|The Storm’s Havoe 
on the Coast. 


Railways aud Telegraphs Demoral- 
ized in Southern California. 

| — 

Travel Suspended on the Sunset and 

Atlantic and Pacific Lines, 


Great Floods in Arizona-Yuma in- 
undated and Threatened With 
Complete Destructlon- No 
Lives Lost as yet. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San F : ANcisco, Feb. 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Latest reports 
show that the storm is about over. 
Serious damage has been done to rail- 
way property and especially in the 
southern portion of the State. The 
Soleded Cafion, on the line entering 
Los Angeles from this city, is in al- 
most ad bad condition as last year. 
Much of the new and costly work, 
which required ten months to com- 
plete, bas suffered from the storm. 
Two hundred feet of bridge west of 
Los Angeles was carried away. The 
track was washed out, pile work 
boken p andthe tunnel at the en- 
trance to the cafion damaged. 

On the Yuma division eight bents of 
the big bridge were destroyed and the 
track is ix feet out of line in many 
places, The bridge near El Monte 
was also swept away. 

Three washouts have occurred bo- 
tween Pomona and Cucamonga, and 
east of Colton 2500 feet of track, 
roundhouse and sidings and every- 
meveable have been carried away 
by the water. Between Colton and 
Banning several bridges have weak- 
ened. OntheSanta Ana branch the 
track is under water for long stretches, 
and in some places has been swept 


away, 
South of Downey station the new 
railroad bridge has been destroyed and 


the towa itself flooded. 

Between Seven Palms and Yuma the 
track is in very bad condition. Over 
three miles has been swept away. For 
150 miles between Seven Palms and 
Yuma the wires are down and nothing 
definite is known of the condition of 


the traek. 
The Sunset route will probabl 
inoperative for a week and no tic h~ 


to New Orleans will be sold at present. 

The Atlantic and Pacific has a bad 
washout near Barstow, aud has sus- 
pended the sale of overland tickets via 
Mojave for one week.

SANTA BAnnARA, Feb. 24.—[Spe-

COURSE OF THE STORM, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—A special 
bulletin of the Weather Bureau says: 

The severe storm that took an overland 
course from California Monday, aud was 
central last night over wyoming, is this 
evening central vver upper Michigan. 
Heayy rains have fallen over most of the 
area traversed by the storm. A cold wave 
ot much severity will follow itin the West- 
ern and Centra! States, extending south 
and to the Atlantic coast. 

FLOODS ABOUT SAN BERNARDINO. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 24.—Rain 
continued to fall most of the time last 
night and today, but not so heavily as 
heretofore. The Santa Ana River is 
very high yet, butis doing but little 
damage. Other streams have subsided 
toagreat extent. The work of re- 
pairing 12 has commenced in a 
limited Way. No railroad trains are 
running except between this city and 
Redlands on the Santa Fé line. 

The County Hospital was threatened 
by the Lytle Creek flood, but the wasb- 
ing ofthe banks at that point has 
ceased, and all danger is over unless a 
heavy storm sets in again. The Santa 
Fé line in Ei Cajon Pass is believed to 
be badly washed. Four passenger 
trains are storm-bound between here 
apd Barstow. The Southern Pacific 
bridge east of Colton is not gone, but 
— eastern approach is badly washed 


* Patton rescued bis family last 
night south of this city by carrying 
the ladies out from his residence 
through a raging flood, in places the 
water being up to bis shoulders. He 
safely lenéed all of, them, and sbortly 
afterward his house went down the 


stream. 

Streams have been higher than be- 
fore since 1882. are reported 
lost so far. 


THE MOJAVE’S OVERFLOW. 

Cauico (Cal.,) Feb. 24.—It bag been 
raining steadily for a week. The 
Mojave River bridge at Daggett has 
been washed away, also 2000 feet of the 
Barstow bridge, and the town of Bar- 
stow is partially submerged. There is 
no communication with these places 
save by telegraph. 

THE SWOLLEN SACRAMENTO.

RESCUED MINERS. 


FOUR MEN TAKEN FROM A 
FLOODED COLLIERY, 


Their Terrible Experience During 
Nineteen Days of Imprisonment 
—Horrible Means Employed 
to Sustain Life. 


By Telegraph to The Tues. 

WILKESBARRE, (Pa.,) Feb. 24.—{By 
the Associated Press.] Four miners 
entombed in the mine at Jeausville 
nineteen days, were rescued th orn- 
ing. All were unconscious w gas 
except Mashie Koweiz, who, by the aid 
of an interpreter, said: “I never gave 
up hope that we would all be rescued 
alive, although my companions did. 
They recalled similar disasters in 
which men perished. [ said: ‘Let us 
pray to God, He will help us;’ and so 
we did,’ 

Twenty-three men were in the mine 
when the disaster occurred. Six of 
these escaped, leaving seventeen. All 
are now recoyered, the last of the dead 
ees found near the place where the 
four live miners were discovered. 

The four men were brought to the 
surface this morning and given a small 
amount ot lime juice, milk, etc., and 
allowed to rest, They will probably 
recover from the effects of their * 


| vishes, 


finement. It is impossible to try to 
get statements from any of the men, 
as their weak condition prevents. 
All the men are so weak that a simple 
movement of the head is impossible. 
How they lived for more than nineteea 
days is a question. The dinner in 
their pails would have been sufficient 
te sustain life for eight days, perbaps, 
if dealt out sparingly. What they 
lived on the remaiuder of the time is 
variously conjectured, Their dinner 
— bore unmistakable evidence of 

aving been used as urinals, and it was 
the use of the contents, together with 
excrement from their bodies that kept 
them alive. Some of the kettles, when 
found, contained urine, and from the 
terrible smell from all of them it is 
certain that they used them for reposi- 
tories as above mentioned. The clear 
portion of the mine, where the men 
were found, was “cushioned” by fresh 
air. After the terrible rush of water 
on that awful day good air came into 
this breast, where it was driven to the 
highest point by the water. Thé men 
sought that locality, and there they 
were found. 

One of the survivors said the con- 
tents of their dinner pails kept them 
alive for six days. Then they lived on 
oil from their lamps and on their belts.

~ ROBBING THE SOIL, | 


It is not many years since the belief 
prevailed amrng Western farmers that 
the wonderful fertility of their virgin 
soll would continue indefinitely with- 
out abatement. California farmers 


laughed at the idea of rotating crops, 
fertilizing, or even occasionally resting 
their land. It was in vain that sen- 
sible men told them that every crop 
used up certain constituents of the 
soil, which must be replaced or there 


yield. Before many years, however, 
these predictions began to come true. 
The number of bushels per acre which 
the land yielded gradually fell, and 
now some of this land, which gave 
such wonderful crops, scarcely pays to 
plant to wheat. 

The result was inevitable. The soil 
of Wostern America is no different 
from the virgin soil of many other 
parts of the world, Land can no more 
be planted to one crop, year after year, 
without diminishing its yield, than a 
man can keep taking money out of his 
pocket forever without replacing it. In 
some sections, such as the Delta of the 
Nile, a vast amount of mud—itself rich 
fertilizing matter—is deposited on the 
land by the overflow of the river, ren- 
dering artificial fertilizing unneces- 
sary. But. in all ordinary cases, fer- 
tilizers must be used by the prudent 
husbandman. It may be stable manure, 
or imported guano, or clover plowed in, 
or bone dust—in some manner the 
chemical substances which the plant 
life has absorbed have to be replaced. 
Southern California has been no ex- 
ception to other sections in this experi- 
ence. Our horticulturists have gone 
on taking tons of fruit from each acre 
every year, meanwhile dumping their 
farm manure inte a convenient wash, 
until they have been surprised to find 
the fruit, in many cases, diminish 
in quantity and deteriorate in quality, 
while insect pests have made destruc- 
tive inroads upon their orchards. At 
length a light has dawned upon them 
and the turn of the tide has gone 80 
far that, instead of paying people to 
take the manure away from their farms, 
they find some who are ready to take 
itfor nothing, in order to use it, or 
sell it, for a trifle, to wiser men. 

The Santa Ana Blade complains that 
citizens of that valley permit River- 
side orange-growers to take from Orange 
county thousands of carloads annually 
of manꝑre, from the sheep corrals where 
it has accumulated for years. From 
one station alone in Orange county, 
during four months of the past year, 
700 carloads of manure were shipped. 
As a consequence, Riverside orange 
groves flonrish and yield big returns, 
while the vineyards of Orange county 
fall into decay. 

Such folly is inexcusable, but it is 
being perpetrated all over the State. 
We admire the heroism of a man who 
permits his veins to be depleted of the 
vital fluid in order to infuse new life 


consideration there is no call for such 
self-abnegation. Let each section 
utilize to the fullest extent the natural 
fertilizers which it possesses, and with 
which it cannot afford to part without 
disastrous consequences.

THE OVERFLOW. 


The recent storm did more damage 
than was at first supposed, yet not 
nearly so much as is represented in 
eome quarters. Eastern papers which 
receive the Express of yesterday, will 
certainly imagine that we have been 
visited by another Johnstown flood. 
The truth is, that so far as known, 
only three lives have been sacriticed. 
Much land has been overflowed, a 
number of bridges swept away or dam- 
aged, railroad tracks knocked to 
pieces, and some houses demolished in 
low-lying sectious of the county. 

These floods appear to be coming 
more often than formerly, or, it may 
be thatthe thicker settlement of the 
country makes them more notable. 
The clearing of brush from land in 
the cafions lets the water down more 
rapidly. As the section bélow the city 
becomes more settled, some se- 
rious attempt will have to be 
made to confine the river to a 
definite bed, or such land will be 
avoided by settlers. These Southern 
California rivers are difficult to man- 
age when they go on a rampage, and 
the period during which they are dan- 
gerous is so short that there is an 
aversion to spend much money on them 
after the trouble is over; but it should 
be remembered that an overflow like 
thatof the past few days represents 
the cost of a good many miles of levee. 

There is a bill before the Assembly 
partially dealing with this question. 
The occurrences of the past few days 
will probably lead to its being actively 
pushed for passage.

First Mention of the Gold Discovery. 
John S. Hittel', in February Century. ] 

In the spring of 1848 Sau Francisco, 
a village of about seven hundred in- 
habitants, had two newspapers, the 
Californian and the California Star, 
both weeklies. The first printed men- 
tion ofthe gold discovery was a short 
paragraph in the former, under date of 
the 15th of March, stating that a gold 
mine had been found at Sutter’s Mill, 
and that a package of the metal worth 
$80 had been received at New Heivetia. 
Five weeks later the Star announced 
that its editor, E. C. Kemble, was 
about to take a trip into the country, 
and on bis return would report his ob- 
servations. He went to Coloma and 
either saw nothing or understood 
nothing of what he saw, for he pre- 
served absolute silence in his paper 
about bis trip. On the 30th of May, 
after a number ot men had left San 
Fraucisce-for the mines, he came out 
with the opinion that the mines werea 
“sham,’’ and that the people who bad 
gone to them were ‘“superiatively 
silly.“ The increasing. production of 
the mines soon overwhelmed the doubt- 
ers; and before the middle of June the 
whole territory resounded with the cry 
of “gold! GoLp!! GOLD!!!” as it was

THE RAILROADS. 


THE TERMINAL AND THE STATE 
COM MISSION. 

The Little Road, it Appears, Has Not 
Defied That August Body— 
Facts in the Case. 

The Scraps.. 


It appears that the Terminal railway peo- 
ple have not defied the authority of the 
State Railway Commission, as wrs re 
ported yesterday on the authority of a re- 
port from San Francisco, and it was alla 
mistake about the Santa Fé having joined 
issues with the little road in the endeavor 
to overthrow that bedy. I. E. Gibbon, 
Esq, general attorney for the Terminal 
Railway Company, has just prepared 
aud mailed to San Francisco his company’s 
reply to the order of the commissioners as 
deiivered by Secretary Kelly, and the docu- 
ment has not reached its destination. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the report of yester- 
day morning was erroncous as far as it con- 
cerned the ‘Terminal’s attitude. In the 
attorney’s reply it is respectfully explained 
to the conunissioners that his clients did not 
violate the law asalleged. and as the rates 
were never low-red from their first inanugu- 
ration they were not illegaliy raised. The 
cowmutation ticket rate from the first was 
$5 for sixty rides, available only during the 
month the ticket was sold. ‘That rate price 
was raised to #7 when it was shown that the 
former rate was unprofitable. The only other 
change made was in the limitation of 
the round-trip cent ticket to one day. 
Previously it was unlimited, and being so 
near the price of the one-way ticket, which 
Was and is 20 cents, the low rate cut into 
the roac’s revenue. In the reply these facts 
are explained with a request that the board 
granta hearing to the road’s representative 
for adjudication ef the dispute. 

In this connection the Santa Fé route is 
charged with being the sole aggressor, as 
the only reduction of rates appears to have 
been made by thatroad. ‘The statute for- 
bids the raising of a rate that had ence 
been lowered, except by the consent of the 
State commission, aud that is charged 
against the Santa Fé, that company having 
reduced its rate to meet that of its new 
rival. Whetber the Santa Fé people choose 
to fight the commission or not, Mr. Gibbon 
says that the Terminal! is not in it.

THE COURTS. 


Ex-Justice Lockwood Secu 
Another Continuance. 


THE MAN MORTON LOCATED. 


Deaf Mute Burgiars Sentenced to 
One Year's * Imprisonment— 
Mrs. Gould Granted a 

5 Divorce—Cases Set. 


Tho case against ex-City Justice Walter 
C. Lock wood, charged with embetzlement, 
was called in Department One for trial yes- 
terday. The defendant’s attorney, W. U. 


Shinn, when the case came up, presented 
affidavit asking for a on the 


ground that important witnesses for the de- 
fense were absent. 

The affidavit in question was made by 
Mr. Shinn himself. Iu it he recited all of 
the facts connected with Lockwood’s in- 
dictment and first trial, with the result of a 
disagreement. Then the document went 
on to state thatthe defendant desired the 
testimony of all-important witnesses in the 
person of T. W. Morton and his wife, who is 
enumerated as “Jane Doe Morton;” that 
Lockwood is charged with embezzling 
$500 cash bail money deposited with him 
for T. W. Morton’s appearonce before him 
as a magistrate, and that by these withesses 
the defendant can prove that he turned back 
the cash bail money the very day that he re- 
ceived it and accepted in lieu thereofa 
bond. 

The affidavit states further that before 
the last trial the defendant endeavored to 
locate Morton and his wife, but could not 
succeed; that he was at one time located in 
New York.City,. but before be could be 
reached and his affidavit seeured he had left 
there, if he ever was there. 

Mr. Shinn swears that he has good reason 
to belleve that Morton is in jail at Portiand, 
Or., and in clesing the affidavit he makes 
the request on behalf of Leckwood for the 
appointment of a commission to take the 
testimony of Morton and his wife in Port- 
land, and for a continuance of the case. 
Upon this affidavit, and with the nominal 
consent of the District Attorney, Judge 
Smith continued the case until April 10th, 
and granted a motion for the appointment 
of acommission to take the desired testi- 
mony. 

There seems to be no doubt but that 
Thomas W. Morton, who was arrested for 
picking a man’s pocket at the Southern Pa- 
cific depot, and who jumped his $300 cash 
bail deposited with Lockwood, ia now iu 
jail at Portland, Or. ‘The District Attor- 
ney has been aware of this fact for some 
time, and has established to his complete 
satisfaction that the prisoneris the man 
whose testimony is wanted in this case. 

Morton can clear up the mystery sur- 
rounding the whole case, and can either 
vindicate Lockwood or send him to the 
penitentiary. ‘The District Attorney is 
perfectiy willing to have his testimony 
taken and admitted as evidence in the case 
on the second trial. 

A list of questions will be 2 by 
Mr. Shinn, and the District Attorney will 
also prepare a set based upon the direct 
questions asked by the defendant’s at- 
torney. These will be forwarded to Port- 
land and the testimony of Morton and his 
wife taken. 

A SINGULAR CASE. 

In Department One a very singular case 
came up yesterday. Two deaf-mutes weie 
arraigned on a charge of burglary, and with 
the aid of an interpreter Judge Smith meas- 
ured out justice to them for their self-con- 
fussed misdeeds. 

The two unfortunate individuals who 
could neither hear nor talk were Elza 
Critzer and Charles E. Lovell. They were 
charged with burglary, and admitted their 
guilt. Full particulars of the work of these 
extraordinary thieves have heretofore been 
printed in Tux Times. 

After a pleaof gulity had been entered 
by the mutes to the charge brought 
against them, it becdme necessary for the 
court to determine the degree of the crime. 
Officer Rich was called to the stand and re- 
lated the facts In both cases. Judge Smith 
then declared the offense to be burglary in 
the second degree. 

Charles Widt was sworn as an interpreter 
and Judge Smith proceeded to pass sentencs 
upon the two prisoners. By the free use of 
the dexterous fingers of Interpreter Widt, 
Critzer and Lovell were informed that it 
was the decree and order of the court that 
they each serve the State at Folsom prison 
for a period of one year. 

CRIMINAL CASES. 

Charles Johnson stole a pocketbook from 
Mrs. R. B. Young, ona Pasadena train, on 
January 24 last.
